The past week has been a great week 


‘for the Catholics of Lawrence and vicin- 


ity. Beginning with Easter Sunday and 
continuing until Wednesday night, the 
loyal attendants of all the Catholic 
churches in the neighborhood have been 
honoring the head of the church in this 
district, in recognition of his completion 


of twenty-five years in the priesthood. 


The pastor of St. Augustine’s ehureh 
in this town had one of the principal 


mon is published herewith : 


Let the priests who rule well be es- 
teemed worthy of double honor espec- 
jally they who labor.in the word and 


doctrine (I Tim, 5-17.) 


“The Catholic Church was established 


’ my dear brethern, to continue the work 


of its founder, Jesus Christ. The Son 
of God became man to redeem and save 
the world. He redeemed it by dying on 
the cross for our sins. He continues to 
redeem and save it by means.of the 
Church which He instituted on earth 
before ascending to his father in 
heaven. 

When God created the world, He did 
not withdraw His sustaiing power, but 
continued—and until the end of time 
will 
tence. 


continue—to preserve it in exis- 

In like manner when Christ re- 
deemed the world, He established a 
means through which the fruits of His 
redemption should be applied to the 
souls of men until the end of time. 
Christ came to a world buried in igno- 
rance and-sin, He cenquered ignorance 
by. the light of divine truth. He con- 
quered sin by offering Himself to His 
Eternal Father on the Cross of Calvary 

But the truths he. preached in the 
towns and hillsides of Judea were to 
be proclaimed to the whole world, and 
the grace which He merited by His suf- 
ferings and death on the cross was to 
be the means of scantifying souls 
throughout all generations, | 

Yo fulfill this grand and sublime mis- 
sion, Christ founded His church. This 
church is—and always has been—a liv- 
ing, visible body composed of all the 
faithful~who profess‘the same doctrine 
partake of the same sacraments and 
are governed by their lawful pastors 
is a perfectly organized body, having 
for her supreme head on earth, the 
Pope or Bishop of Rome, who is the 
legitimate successor of St. Peter, the 
prince of the apostles, and the rock on 
which Christ built His Church. From 
thé “throne of the fisherman,, the Vicar 
of Christ governs with supreme power 
the members of: the Catholic Church, 

In union with, but in subordination to 
him, the bishops—the successors of the 
other apostles—govern the different por 
tions of Christ’s flock committed to 
their charge. Net in order and belong- 
ing to the same teaching body of the 
Church, come the members of the cler- 
gy who are lawfully ordained to the 
sublime dignity of the priesthood. 

Both -bishop and priest belong to the 
one and eternal order of priesthood 
which is that o fJesus Christ, the in- 
ecarnate Son of God, dt was of Him the 
said, ‘‘Thou art a priest for ever ac- 
cording to the order of Melchisdeck.” 

He is the Highest Priest, who offered 
Himself to His Eteranl Father on the 
altar of the cross, when ‘‘clothed in 
the vestment of our manhood.” The 
priest of the new law offers in the holy 
sacrifice of the mass the same victim 
that was offered once on Calvary, This 
offered as foretold by the prophet, 
“from the rising of the sun to the going 
down thereof,” by the successors of 
those priests whom Christ ordained the 
night of His last supper. ‘‘And whilst 
they were at supper, Jesus took bread 
and break it, and gave it to His apos- 
tles, saying, take ye and eat, this is 
my body, and taking the chalice He 
gave thanks and gave it to them, say- 
ing, Drink ye all of this, for thts is My 
shall be shed for the remission of s!ns, 
this do for‘a commeration of Me.” The 
apostles were the first priests and were 
ordained: directly and immediately by 
Christ: They were the first “dispensers 
of the mysteries, of God.’’ ‘They and 
their lawful successors, the priests of 
the Catholic Church were to show fourth 
“the death of the Lord until, He c.me.” 
(I Cor. 11-26.) ‘The cup blessing which 
we bless, is it not a participation in 
the blood of Christ, the bread which we 
break, is it not a participation in the 
body of Christ?” It is through the 
ministry of thep riest that the Catholic 
Church is able ‘‘to show forth the death 
of the Lord.” It ist hrough the ministry 
of the priest that the last loving de- 
sire of Christ is being continually ful- 
filled, ‘‘Do this for a commemoration of 
Me.” It is through the ministry of the 
priest, that the faithful in Christ obey 
His divine command. “Amen, I say, to 
you, unless you eat of the flesh of the 
Son of Man and drink of His blood, you 
shall not have life in you.” As it is 
from the lips of thep riest wefeceive 
the word of God, so from the hands of 
the priests we receive the “bread of 
life,’ our support here, our pledge of a 
glorious resurrrection hereafter, 


But not only have the priests power 
over the natural body body of Christ, 
they have also power of His mystical 
body, the Church. This power they re- 
ceived on the day Christ rose from the 
dead, on that glorious Cay He ap- 
peared to. His apostles and thus ad- 
dressed them: ‘‘As the Father sent Me 
I also send you. Having said-this He 
breathed on them, and said, Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost, whose sins you shall 
forgive, they are forgiven them; whose 
sins you shall retain. they are retained” 
By these words Christ gave to the 
apostles and their lawful successors the 
bishops and priests of the Catholic 
Church, the power to forgive sins. “A 
power,” says St. John Chrysostom, 
“which God would give neither to the 
angels ‘or archangels, earthly princes 
indeed, have the power of binding the 
body, but the binding of the priest 
reaches to the soul inasmuch that what 
the priest does on earth, God ratifles in 
Heaven.” 

Should the modern pharisee . be 
shocked, and exclaimed ‘‘who are these 
men, who claim the power to forgive 
sins?” w refer him to the answer of our 
Lord when accused of blasphemy for 
telling the sick man that his sins were 
forgiven him, ‘And Jesus seeing his

There is still another mission, dear 
brethren, which Christ has given te the 
priests of His church. The priest is or-. 
dained not only to offer the “unbloody 
sacrifice’ of the Mags, and to adminis- 
ter the sacraments instituted by Christ, 
but it is also his duty as a messenger 
of the Lord of Hosts to preach the 
Word of God to the flock committed to 
his care, “for the priest's lips shall 
keep knowledge and the people shall 
seek the law at his mouth,” (Mal. 11:7.) 
The priest is the ordifiary teacher of 
that divine deposit of revealed truth, 
which the Church proposes to our be- 
lief, ‘faith cometh by hearing, but how 
shall they hear without a preacher, and 


vent.” It is through the teaching , of 
the priest that the other solemn com- 
mission entrusted by Christ to.His 
apostles is being continually fulfilled, 
“All power is given to me in heaven 
and on earth, go ye therefore and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost, teaching them to ob- 
serve al things whatsoever.I have com- 
manded you, and behold, Iam with you 
all the davs, even to the end of the 
world."’. The priest is, therefore, the 
authorized and “Consecratel Herald” 
of the gospel of truth and peace to the 
children of men. The message which 
He brings to us is stamped with the 
approbation of divine authority. As 
truly as the Father sent Christ, so did 
Christ send the priests of His church. 
“He that heareth you,” He teHs them. 
“heareth Me. He that despiseth you 
despisteh Me, and he that despiseth me 
Cespiseth Him that sent Me.” Could 
even the Son of{God have used stronger 
and clearer language. Should the scep- 
tic say that these words were meant 
for the Apostles only, and that since 
their time there is no certain and in- 
fallible way of finding out what was 
once revealed to the saints, we.remind 
him. of the promise of Christ to be with 
the Church “all the days, even to the 
consummation of the world,” and again 
“T will send the Holy Ghost,.the Spirit 
of Truth to teach you all things, and 
o abide with’you forever.” Not alone 
to those who Hved in the first century, 
but t all generations has Christ prom- 
ised salvation to those ‘who believe, 
and are baptized.’’ We, of the nine- 
teenth century are bound to believe the 
truths proposed to us as well as those 
who received the faith from the lips of 
the Apostles. The solemn warning, 
“that he who, believeth not shall. be 
condemned” applies to us as well as to 
them; we. must therefore, have the 
same foun’ation for our faith as the 
firsh Christians had for theirs. They 
received “he word of hearing’’: from the 

Apostles, “not as the word of men but 
as the -word—of God.” 

“We accept “the word of hearing’ from 
the successors of the Apostles, not, as 
the word of men, but of the ministers 
of that church which Christ built on a 
rock and against which He _ promised 
that ‘the gates of hell should never 
prevail.” ortified by the unwavering 
belief that ‘the voice of the church Is 
the voice of the church is the voice of 
God,, Catholics accept the teachings of 
her only authorized pastors, by so coink 
they persevere in the unity of the fait 
and are not ‘tossed to and fro,°and car- 
ried away by every wind of doctrine.” 
What a sublime mission, therefore, is 
that of the priest... He is the ‘co-laborer 
and ambassador of Christ. Christ spoke 
as one having authority... The: priest 
speaks with the same authority. Christ 
changed the substance of bread and 
wine into His body and blood. The 
priest in His name and through His 
power performs ‘the same _ miracle. 
Christ offered Himself a willing victim 
for our sins on Calvary’s mount, The 
priest offers the same unspotted victim 
in the Eucharistic sacrifice of the tltar. 
Christ, the Son of Man, had power on 
earth to forgive sins. The priest in His 
duly authorized representative exercises 
| that same power in the tribunal of 
penaance. 

To this sublime dignity of Christian 
priesthood, dear brethren, your be- 
loved pastor, Father James O'Reilly, 
was elevated twenty-five golden years 
ago. Twenty-five years ago the indel- 
ible-seal of. the sacrament of Holy Or- 
ders was tamped on his soul. You, his 
beloved children in Christ, are assem- 
bled here today to unite with his 
brother priests and our venerable arch- 

| bishop in offering your sincere gratitude 
| to God for permitting him to labor so 
Ing.in the vingyard of the Lord, and 
for blessing that labor with such mani- 
fold and truthful results. 

Rev. Father O'Reilly was born in 
Lansingburg, N. -Y., on the first day of 
May, 1851. While yet of tender age he 
was deprived of a father’s protection by 
death—incurred while fighting the bat- 
tle of his country for the abolition of 
human slavery. He received his early 
education at the-schol of the Christian 
brothers in Troy, N. Y. In 1866 he en- 
tered the Augustinian college at Villa- 
nova; two years later he éntered the 
novitiate of the order of St. Augustine, 
and after four years of spiritual dis- 
cipline, meditation and study, he-sol- 
emnly Cedicated himself to Christ, 
binding himself to His sweet service by 
the triple cords of the religious vows— 
poverty, chastity and obedience. In 
March 15, 1874, at the early age of 23, 
he was ordained priest. For two years 
longer he was retained at his alma 
mater as teacher in the college, and 
procurator in his religious community. 
In this later position he displayed that 
capacity for administration in business 
affairs which has since so strongly de- 
veloped in larger flel f action. In 
1879 Father O'Reilly transferred to 
the pastorate of St. John’s church, 
Schaghticoke, N. Y. Here for seven 
years, he labored indefatigably for the 
material and spiritual welfare of the 
flock entrusted to his care. In 1886, at 
the command of his religious superiors, 
Father O'Reilly assumed his present 
position as pastor of St. Mary's, and 
prior of the Augustinian community of 
Lawrence. 

The great responsibility laid on his 
shoulders at this period in his religious 
career might well have daunted a less 
courageous servant of. Christ. The

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vast debt that weighed so heavily on 
‘the united parishes of St. Mary’s and 
the Immaculate Conception seemed a 
burden laid upon him greater than he 
could bear. Nevertheless, with the un- 
questioning obedience of the .religious 
and the ardent zeal of the true pastor, 
he consecrated all the energies of body 
and soul to the building up of the spir- 
jtual temple in ‘the hearts of the faithful 
and the reconstruction of, a sound finan- 
cial basis in the temporal affairs of the 
parish. By his prudeut and progressive 
administration, he gained the confi- 
dence -of ‘the ever loyal Catholics of 
Lawrence. By their generous support, 
and the unremitting labors of himself 
and brother priests, the debt has been 
gradually, yet persistently diminishing, 
so that today both priest and people 
may confidently look forward to the 
time when it shall totally disappear.-In 
additonh to this good work, atomplished 
during the pastorate of Father O'Reilly, 
a new and beautiful convent, costing 
over $50,000, has ben built for the Sisters 
of Notre Dame. $18,000 has ben spent 
for the purchase of land and the eréc- 
tion of a church for the Catholic peo- 
ple of Methuen, and several thousand 
dollars have ben spent in enlarging the 
parochial residence, repairing the 
church of the Imaculate Conception and 
remodeling the Parochial schools, which 
owes so much t the ever-watchful su- 
pervision, of the pastor.

.mprvement of the young men, who at 
presnt number about 600. The . other 
society is the Conference of St. Vincent 
de Paul. This organization, under the 
direction of the pastor, and working in 
harmony with the priests of ‘the differs 
ent districts, is ever diligent in discov- 
ering the destitute poor, and generously 
supplying their wants. -Notwithstand- 
ing the nianifold cares, both spiritual 
and temporal, which demand the trib- 
of his best talents and the greater por- 
tion of his.time, Father O'Reilly has 
taken a dep interest in every social 
movement tending to uplift his fellow- 
men. Time and again he has taken a 
conspicuous part in the advocacy of 
temperance reform. From pulpit and 
platform his voice has often been heard 
denouncing with no unfaltering meas- 
ure that social and individual vice of 
modern times—the excessive indul- 
gence in intoxicating liquors. 

As I have ben admonished by Father 
O'Reilly not to boast too much about 
what has ben done, I will mention only 
one other work, which I believe Father 

{ O'Reilly takes more pride in than any- 
thing else he has done: that is the con- 
version of the chapel into such a sur- 
passingly beautiful shrine of the Virgin 
Mother of Good Counsel. This exquisite 
little temple is a fitting monument to 
the piety of 'the pastor and kind gener- 
osity of the people. 

Not only in this, but in all the good 
work done, no one can realize more 
thoroughly than Father O'Reilly that 
without the active co-operation of his 
‘brother priests and the constant and 
liberal support of his faithful flock, 
nothing could be accomplished. 

Therefore, my brethren, you are here 
today to praise and glorify God for 
blessing so abundantly the united ef- 
forts of priest.and people, but you are 
here especialy to unite with your pas- 
tor in thanking the Father of Mercies 
‘that for twenty-five years he has been 
permitted to stand at the altar offering 
the divine victim o His Eernal Father. 
—that for twenty-five years he has been 
permitted to feed the flock of Christ 
with the bread of,Eternal Life; that 
for ‘the same length of time, he has 
ben permited to sit as judge in the sa- 
cred tribunal of penance, and to whis- 
per in the ear of the self-accusing pen- 
itent the Christ-given message of mercy 
—Deépart in peace, thy sins are for- 
given thee.” , 

And, now, brethren, is there not a 
hope rising up in the hearts of all here 
today that Christ will permit His 
faithful servant to remain in the vine- 
yard until the Rosary of his priestly 
years shal.count at least fifty beads 
bound together by a golden chain of 
deeds done in the service of his divine 
Master.

come Must Affect its Wage Earners. 


' Just now, when the great army of 
wage earners in the mill towns and 
cities of New England are being made 
glad by. an-increase in their compen- 
sation, the legislature of Massachusetts 
is being asked to*enact a law, the ulti- 
mate effect of which would likely be a 
reduction in the: earnings of another 
body of workers, the employes of the 
railroads. 

For several years. back there has 
been a determined effort on the part of 
well-meaning, but short-sighted per- 
sons, to bring about the ofa 
law compelling the railroads to mater- 
ally reduce the rates of fare within a 
radius.of 25 miles of Boston. 

The legislature has thus far refused 
to lend itself to this attempt to still 
further reduce the income of the rail- 
roads, and it is not likely that the 

| scheme will meet with any better suc- 
cess at the present session, Pa 

- The trouble with the people who are 
so insistently agitating this reduction 
in fares is that they do not, stop to 
follow: out the workings of their so- 
called “reform” to its logical: conclu? 
sion, 

In their “strike” avainst the railroad 
corporations, they may possibly regard, 
with indifference, the chance that the 
success of their proposition will en- 
danger the dividends of the stockhold- 
ers; but the fact that the men who are 
earning their bread and butter through 
their connection with the railroads 
may also be pecuniarily affected has, 
apparently never occurred to them. 
And yet this is precisely what is bound 
to occur if railroads are to be compelled 
to do business at a loss, so many peo- 
ple seem determined ‘they shall be. 

A railroad stands exactly as any oth- 
er business enterprise with relation to 
its invested capital, and the railroad 
that canot earn fair dividends is not 
long regarded as a good business prop- 
osition. When its margin of profit is 
materially reduced from whatever 
cause, either its dividends or the wages 
of its employees have got to be re- 
duced in proportion. 

Tt is showing scant consideration for 
an industrial and faithful body of men, 
whose interest are bound up with those 
of every community in the land, when 
such a bill asthe one referred to is in- 
troduced in a local legislature. It is 
anything but a friendly act toward 
these workers and it is remarkable that 
this fact has not been given prominence 
long -before, 

That there is a revulsion of feeling 
against this persistent intermeddling 
with the affairs of the railroads now in 
progress is very evident, and in no way 
has it recently been made more plain 
than in the following editoriak from the 
Lawrence Sun, which is published in a 
city whose entire prosperity is depend- 
ent upon the well being of its working 
classes: 

“Ait each session of the great and gen- 
eral court many bills are presented 
rightly termed foolish measures. “NO 
feature ofthe public convenience is sub- 
jected to more foolish legislation than 
the railroads, both electric and steam. 
A measure calling for the abolition of 
grade crossings is worthy of passage 
for a dangerous condition would be ob- 
viated, but’a bill requiring railroads to 
transport rowing shells free is sense- 
less legislation. 


bill has been introduced for lower fares 
on all railroads within 25 miles of Bos- 
ton. To pass such a Dill would be inju- 
rious to all cities and towns at the dis- 
tance from Boston as in Lawrence, The 
fares today are low enough and if they 
were higher the business interests 
would be hetter served. The pasengers 
on the railroads are treated well re- 
garding the fares and any notable re- 
duction would be felt by local store 
| keepers. 

“The trading public that pa'tronize 


«| Boston can well afford to pay existing 


rates. Tre local stores are well sup- 
plied with goods of all varieties and 
the assortment is equal to every occa- 
sion. The Incal business men are in need 
of all the support possiblé~and more 
people shuld patronize the local men 
rather then go to Boston, If Boston was 
a hundre? miles away from Lawrence 
the loca! husiness interests would’ be 
better served.

Lay a bit 
of butter on each and bake 30 minutes in 
a quick oven, 

LETTUCE SANDWICHES, 

Lettuce is now: both ‘plenty, and rea- 
sonable in price at almost any season 
of the year, and should'be more common- 
ly used than is the rule in most fam- 
ilies. Besides serving as a salad and 
general relish, it can be made into sand- 
wiches. Spread the bread with may- 
onnaise dressing and lay between the 
slices a leaf of lettuce which has been 
washed and thoroughly dried. The same 
dressing may also be used for water 
cress, celery and other fresh green fill- 
ings. ; 

TOMATOES WITH MUSHROOMS. 

Another delicious way to serve toma- 
toes is as follows: Toast slices of bread, 
butter them, and cut them into rounds 
two inches in diameter. Dip the toma- 
toes into hot water and peel them, Cut 
them into thick slices and lay them on 
the toast; on top of these place a peeled 
mushroom. Put them into a buttered 
tin, pour a little melted butter over each,

BRAISED BEEF. 

Put a nice piece of beef weighing four 
or five pounds in a pot; scatter sliced 
onions over it; salt lightly, and if you 
have any good gravy or stock, add it to 
the cup of boiling water you pour over 
the meat.. Cover and cook one and one- 
half hours, adding more hot water should 
the water in the pot sink too low; when 
done, dredge with flour, set in the’ hot 
oven, and as the flour browns baste with 
melted butter.

Auditing Town Accounts. 


There is no question but that the 
action by the town at the last annual 
meeting, in regard to auditing accounts, 
was a step in advance, But it is within 
the memory of comparatively young 
citizens, when such a thing was begun 
once before, only to be buried under 
the weight of.a good deal of nonsensical 
red tape that quickly surrounded it. 

The Townsman believes that the step 
was wise, to_haye bills-examined by the 
men who directly vouch for them, be- 
fore they are paid, because to do so. is 
a good business principle. But it does 
not follow that the affairsof the town 
will be attended to arly more honestly 
if this is done, or that fhere was ever 
-any dishonesty before-it was-done. 

On the contrary we believe the very 
simplicity of the method by which the 
town’s books are kept, and in which its 
business is conducted, is the best possi- 
ble safeguard against any and every 
form of dishonesty. 

The suggestion is made that there 
should be one auditor as is the custom) 
in such places as Lawrenee and Lowell. 
That he shall not only audit accounts, 
but make up the town drafts, order all 
payments, etc. This is all right for a 
city having weekly payments and large 


The selectmen are paid to do a large 
part of the work such a man performs, 
and the people expect them to do it. 

There-is-a—good.deal more danger 
that the business matters of the town 
will get into confusion and corruption 
by elaborating the system; than there 
is that they will go wrong by retaining 
the old fashioned simpli¢ity of the pres- 
ent time where the responsibility is 
vested in three honest 
selectmen. 

We are inclined to think that the 
desire for one auditor is the product of 
the mind of.a man who wants the job 
very much more than he wants an im- 
proved 
affairs,

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Railroadman’s Expensive Mistake 


(Kansas Letter in New York Sun.) 


The average railroad official from the 
president down’ to the section boss, is 
thoroughly conversant with the work 
that-comes in his department, but the 
following incident shows that even the 
higher officials can make mistakes. 

Several months agy a Kansas City, 
(Mo.) company bought a car-load of 
crushed ore in Mexico,’ Advices were 
duly received that the ore had been 
shippd—20 , tons of it, Weeks 
and the ore did not come, The smelting 
company: polHtely-asked-the local agent 
of the railroad company when the ore 
would arrive. The local agent said that 
he had never heard of. it. The smelting 
company then appanic’ to the general 
agent of the road. The general agent 
gave it up, Along the line the question 
was asked until it redched an official 
who started out a tracer for the car- 
load of ore. A tracer is a documnt up- 
on which every agefit, train conductor 
and every other person who has had 
anything, to do with the shipment must 
gay whence he took it and where he laid 
it down. From the mine in Mexico the 


jear of ore was traced from junction 


oint to junction point until it was 
Wrell within the company’s local yards 

t Kansas city, and thence to a side- 
rack by the round house and into the 
possession of the master mechanic. 

A car-load of crushed gold ore looks 
like a lot of coarse yellow sand, and 
this particular carload had been 
knocked about and disrespected as a 
car of common sand should be. When 
the officials were notified that the trac- 
er had chased the car into the master 
mechanic’s track they sent him a note 
asking about the disposition of the car 
giving its number. The master mechan- 
is turned the note oyer and indorsed it 
on the back: ‘The car contained a bad 
quality of sand. Some of it I used in 
the sand boxés of the engines, but it 
Was not serviceable, so I had it scat- 
tered along the right of way.” The rail 
road paid the smelter company $180 a 
ton for the’“bad sand.”

Destroyed by Fire. 


The foundation walls and a monu- 
mental chimney alone: indicate the site 
of the Barker. homestead which for at 
least 250 years has. afforded’ gfacious 
shelter to many generations of farming 
folk who bore his honored name. Pict- 
uresquesely located ‘neath the spread- 
ing arms of mammoth buttonwoods on 
the brow of a sightly ‘hill the old farm- 
house was a veritable home nook and 
again and again has the old roof tree 
echoed and re-echoed with merriment 
from social gatherings and in times 
past also it has been the scene of sor- 
rowing: as one or another has been 
called to rest. Probably however the 
most sudden transition joy to sad- 
ness occurred within a few Mays, for all 
was cheerfulness and hapingss when on 
Saturday, March 25, guests to the num- 
ber of 150 gathered in honor of mother 
Mary J. (Marble) Barker’ who had at- 
tained her 80th birthday, revered and 
beloved by all her kindred. The occasion | 
too had a double significance as it 
marked the 25th anniversary of the 
wedding of Mr, and, Mrs. Charles O. 
Barker..the present owner of the farm, 
whose family represent the | seventh 
gneration to which the place has been 
home. In the course of events this 
proved to be the last joyous gathering 
that was to be held in the ancient 
dwelling and the picture turned to sad- 
ness when on Kaster morning flames 
from the burning barn, an ancient com- 
panion, unchecked in “their fury, com- 
municated with the old house and razed 
it to the ground. 

The age of the dwelling is unknown, 
that it was very old is indicated both 
by 'the method and materials employed 
in its construction. The nails used were 
hand-forged and the walls between the 
studding were brick lined on all sides 
to afford protection against Indian at- 
tacks and raids. It was one of.a few old 
houses in thes tate, of this character. 

Nothing is known as to the origin of 
the fire. Mrs. Barker was uwakened 
about 3.30 o'clock Sunday morning, 
and thought she smelled smoke. She 
aroused Mr. Barker and he shifted the 
curtain of a west window and saw the 
barn in flames. The fire as near as he 
could tell seemed ‘to come through the 
centre of the roof. The wind was blow- 
ing from the northwest and the sparks 
and tongues of flames came rapidly ‘to- 
ward thehomestead, Before the family 
were fairly clothed the fire had attack- 
ed the ell and gable end of the dwelling 
and bfore six o’clock the manse was in 
ashes. Mr. Barker and hired man work- 
ed heroically to free the stock from the 
prison of a fire and succeeded in saving 
five cows and two yearlings and four 
horses. The fire consumed the barn 32 
x100 feet; dwelling two stories, 50x35 ft.; 
ell 22x40 feet; carriage house 40x30 feet; 
@ corn shed; 16 cows; 175 hens, one 
horse, 14 swine, 46 tons of hay, 10 tons 
of oats and corn fodder and nearly all 
the farm implements. There was only 
time to save a few articles from the 
dwlling before its destruction. The total 
loss of property is estimated at $10,000. 
The insurance amounting to $6500 was 


Andover, $2000 in buildings; Traders 
and Mechanics, Lowell, $2000 on build- 
ings; Holyoke, Salem, $1,250 contents of 
barn and house; Citizens, Boston, $1,250 
contents of barn and house. 

The indications are that the fire was 
of incendiary origin. 

Saturday evening about 9.30 o'clock, 
in consequence of his mother having 
heard or fancied that she heard some- 
one about the premises, Mr. Barker 
went out to investgate and entered the 
barn. He found unusual except that a 
ladder which when not in use was kept 
upon the hay mow had been moved so 
that one end rested upon the floor and 
the other against the loft. Mr. Barker 
ascended to the mow and looked about 
but found no one ‘in the darkness so 
he returned to the floor, made things 
snug for the night and returned to the 
house. When next he looked toward 
the barn he saw the flames. 


Charles O. Barker, the loser by Sun- 
day morning’s fire has experienced 
rather more than his share of ill luck 
and circumstances seem in his case to 
bear out the saying that-—‘‘misfortunes 
never come singly,” Last week Tuesday 
Mr. Barker claims to have suffered at 
the hands of .an untrustworthy. farm 
hand, to whom about ten days before 
he had given employment. On the day 
in question he sent the unregenerate, 
whose name’by the way, was William 
Rowe, to Lawrence in company with 
the foreman, Frank Handy, to get a 
load of fertilizer. Rowe offered to blan- 
ket, the horses and later join Handy 
beneath the building. Handy waited 
some time and as the prospect: of being 


ing he went out to look for him, and 
he and the police are still looking for 
him, for when Handy returned to the 
Barker homestead in town hé fhissed a 
sum of money as did also Mr. Barker, 
the total’sum amounting to about $122, 
Mr Barker notified the Lawrence police 
but the much warted Rowe has not 
been found. Rowe is said to have heen 
employed at the Stevens farm by Fore- 
man Edmunds and also on the Howe 
farm, Methuen.- Whether Rowe had 
anything to do with the disappearance 
of the horse and team a few nights ago 
is an open question.

wine sauce. Simmer for 10 minutes, 
Cream of celery: Cut fine sufficient 
celery to measure one pint, cover with 
boiling water, let stand for five min- 
utes and drain. Cover with one pint 
of veal or chicken stock and simmer 
until the celery’is very soft. For a soup 
without stock use the same quantity of 
milk and cook in a double boiler. ' Rub 
through a sieve. Scald one pint of milk 
in a double boiler, heating in it one slice 
of onion. Rub together to a cream one 
tablespoonful of butter and two table- 
spoonfuls of flour; remove.the onion 
and add the flour paste to the milk, 
stirring until smooth and thick. Add 
the pulped. celery and one cupfu! of hot 
cream, season to taste with salt and 
peppet and simmer for three minutes. 
:, Olive squares: Chop fine and pound 
to & pulp two dozen olives and one-half 
of a cupful of crisp celery. Add to It 
one-eighth of a teaspoonful of made 
mustard, one teaspoonful of tomato 
catsup , two tablespoonfuls of cracker 
dust and one cupful of mayonaise. Cu 
the crust from a loaf of brown or entire 
wheat bread, spread the end of the loaf 
with a little of the miture and cut off & 
thin slice: continue until you have suf- 
ficient, Put the slices together as sand- 
wiches-and cut-in-three-inch squares.

Baked ealf’s brains, sauce piquanté: 


Drop two calf’s brains into a bowl of 
cold water and change the water fre- 
quently until they are quite white. 
Carefully remove the thin outer skin 
and drop into @ saucepan of boiling 
salted water to which is added one 
slice of onion, and one blade of mace. 
Simmer for minutes, drain and dry 
on a towel. Brush over thoroughly 
with melted butter and roll in highly 
seasoned bread crumbs, Place each on 
a slice of bacon in a\pan and bake in a 
very hot oven for half an hour, For 
the sauce cook two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onion and one teaspoonful of 
sugar in four tablespoonfuls of vinegar 
for three minutes; in another sauce- 
pan put one heaping tablespoonful of 
butter and one heaping tablespoonful of 
fiour and cook slowly until well 
browned. Add gradually one cupful of 
stock, simmer for five minutes, add the 
contents of the first saucepan, a dash 
of cayenne, salt to taste, one table- 
spoonful of ehapres capers and one 
tablespoonful chopped ‘gherkins. 
Cook for two minutes longer. : 
Curry of beef: Cut one pound of lean 
beef into inch pieces. In a frying-pan 
put one tablespoonful of butter or-ten- 
dered guet and one tablespoonful of 
finely chopped onion and cook slowly 
until the onion begins to brown. Add 
the meat and stir and shake until well
